Janesville license election w as valid 
and th e price of license is $500. 
So the suprem e court decided this 
m orning, affirm ing Judge B ennett’s 
decision. 
T he court m et this m orning to hand 
down decisions in th e last assignm ent 
of cases argued. 
T here was but one 
Janesville case and this involved the 
legality of the special election held in 
Janesville Septem ber 18, 1894, to fix 
th e price of license to be paid by 
those keeping saloons in th e city. The 
case is brought in the nam e of the 
state upon the relation of Jam as Ennis 
who kept a saloon in th e cify a t th e 
tim e of the holding of the election. 
On October 24, 1894, Mr. Ennis by 
J. L. M ahoney and Edw ard M. Hyzer, 
his attorneys, 
filed a petition asking 
th a t th e case be tak en from th e cir­ 
cuit court for Rock county to th e su­ 
prem e court in order to decide w heth­ 
er the election so held was legal. 
The 
case 
w as 
argued 
a t 
the 
last 
session 
of 
the 
suprem e 
court by Mr. 
Hyzer and 
M ahoney for Mr. Ennis and by H. Mc- 
Elroy for the city, the common coun­ 
cil, the inspectors of election, clerks 
and ballot clerks employed in th a t 
election, all of whom are made 
par 
ties. 
T he facts of the case are briefly 
these: 
On

31, 
1894, 
a 
petition 
for 
a 
special 
election was filed in th e office of the 
city clerk signed by Jacob Freden- 
dall, W ashington Kelly, E. F. Kelly, 
R. H. Pickering, H. Bump, S. Chase, 
F. M. H ibbard. A. P. B urnham , F. S. 
W inslow, C. S. Jackm an, J. H. Balch, 
Stanley S. Sm ith and Jo h n G. 
Rex­ 
ford and on Septem ber 
6 , 
1894, the 
clerk published th e notice of th e elec­ 
tion in the Daily G azette and in the 
Daily Recorder but failed to have the 
same published in the Daily Republi­ 
can, then ju st started. 
The petition sets forth am ong other 
things th a t the election was not valid 
because 
instead 
of 
one 
ballot 
upon w hich 
to place the am ount 
voted for. T hree ballots w ere given 
each voter w ith the am ounts of $350 
aud $500 on them . Each voter was to 
select one ballot and retu rn the other 
two to the inspectors of election, thus 
m aking it possible for them to know 
ju st how each m an voted and destroy­ 
ing th e secrecy of the ballot. 
As the 
im m ediate cause of the action, Mr. 
Ennis sets forth th a t lie was about to 
sell dis business to Joseph Denning 
and Joseph Dumphy and th a t th© 
raising of the license caused the pro­ 
posed sale to fail and dam aged him to 
the am ount of $ 1 0 0. 
Mr. M cElroy argued th a t the elec­ 
tion was valid because the provisions 
of the law relied upon by Mr. Ennis 
did not apply to special elections aud 
th a t th e mere failure to publish no­ 
tices in the Daily R epublican had no 
effect on the election as the large vote 
showed th a t all had notice 
of the 
same. 
A decision was rendered this m orn­ 
ing in the habeas corpus case of Ex 
B anker John B. K oetting of M ilwau­ 
kee. 
An attem p t was made to secure 
his liberty on the plea th a t the law 
under w hich he w as convicted was 
not constitutional.

In fact we do not wish to spring tho 
m atter until all the details are arranged 
and th at will necessarily take consider­ 
able time. 
All I can say a t present is 
th at the movement has practically been 
started in nearly every city of any im­ 
portance in the United States. As soon1 
as a little more headw ay is made a 
convention will be called and a plan of 
organization adopted. The general ob­ 
ject of the organization will be the im­ 
provement of the condition of the wage­ 
workers of the country. The details will 
be left to the convention. 
One of the 
cardinal principles of the new union 
will be the elimination of the strike 
features of all the old ones. 
In place 
of the strike we will be able to offer 
arbitration, and failing in that, rem un­ 
erative employment a t something else. 
By taking up the surplus labor of the 
great cities and starting it into produc­ 
tive employment we will benefit not 
only the unemployed but those already 
engaged in every line of productive in­ 
dustry. 
The. necessity for some such 
m ovem ent is generally recognized, but 
the great difficulty is to get it into oper­ 
ation. 
Experience 
has dem onstrated 
th a t little lf anything can be hoped 
from governm ental aid. The only hope 
Is from organization and co-operation 
am ong the people who will be benefited 
by the same.”
